PREFATORY 


The  numerous  centenaries  and  similar  anniversaries  coming  on  within  the 
next  few  years  necessarily  are  engendering  an  increasing  interest  in  the  early 
history  of  this  province.  If  examples  are  necessary,  reference  need  only  be 
made  to  the  centenary  of  the  incorporation  of  Toronto,  which  is  being  celebrated 
in  1934  and  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  coming  of  the 
United  Empire  Loyalists,  also  in  1934. 

This  heightened  interest  in  things  historical  has  resulted  in  an  increased 
demand  for  original  documents,  especially  local  municipal  records.  With  a 
view  partially  to  meet  the  demand  for  this  type  of  source  material  this  Depart- 
ment has  interrupted  the  publication  of  the  Upper  Canada  Land  Books  and  is 
presenting  the  Minutes  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Home  District 
from  1800  to  1811. 

The  value  of  these  records  may  be  realized  when  it  is  known  that  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  to  all  practical  purposes,  alone  provided  for  the  local  govern- 
ment of  Upper  Canada  until  the  Act  of  Union.  The  town  meetings,  when  held, 
had  some  prerogatives  but  these  were  few  and  their  functions  were  in  many 
cases  performed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

The  Home  District  in  1800  extended  from  the  township  of  Murray  in  the 
East  to  Beverly  in  the  West  (see  Appendix,  page  206),  thus  the  minutes  of  the 
Sessions  printed  here  provide  a complete  cross  section  of  the  municipal  govern- 
ment of  a large  part  of  Upper  Canada  prior  to  1811. 

Although  the  aim  of  this  report  has  been  to  present  an  exact  copy  of  the 
manuscript,  certain  problems  required  special  treatment.  The  writer  used  many 
dashes  and  flourishes  which  clearly  were  intended  for  periods  or  commas  and 
they  have  been  substituted.  Other  punctuation  and  capitalization  have  not 
been  altered.  The  writer  also  used  a sign  for  ‘‘per”  which  is  not  given  in  modern 
monotype  founts  and  an  italic  “/>”  has  been  substituted.  Mis-spelled  words 
are  given  as  in  the  original  followed  by  in  all  cases  which  might  be  construed 
by  the  reader  as  errors  of  proof-reading.  It  was  thought  unnecessary,  however, 
to  burden  the  text  with  interpolations  where  the  spelling  is  obviously  phonetic 
or  a slip  of  the  pen.  Where  the  manuscript  has  reference  to  other  pages,  the 
page  on  which  the  item  appears  in  this  report  is  substituted  as  the  reference 
to  a manuscript  page  would  be  meaningless.  Proper  names,  which  appear  in 
many  different  forms,  e.g.,  Philip  Klinger  is  often  given  as  Clinger,  are  printed 
as  in  the  manuscript  while  attention  is  drawn  to  the  various  forms  in  the  index.

The  Court  adjudges  that  the  sum  of  Twenty  two  Pounds  fifteen  shillings 
and  three  pence  provincial  Currency,  is  the  just  and  true  Balance  due  by  the 
said  Joseph  Count  de  Puisaye,  to  the  said  Jean  Bap^^.  Valiere  and  family  and 
that  the  said  Jean  Baptiste  Valiere  and  his  family,  are  from  henceforth  discharged 
from  the  service  of  the  said  Joseph  Count  de  Puissaye. 

It  having  been  represented  that  no  steps  had  been  taken  to  guard  against 
Accidents  by  Fire  in  the  said  Town  of  York  and  also  that  it  was  of  public  benefit 
that  all  nuisances  should  be  removed  thereof. 


Ordered.  • 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  said  Province,  entitled  “An 
Act  to  guard  against  Fire,”  that  every  Housekeeper  in  the  Town  of  York  afore- 
said shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  next  ensuing,  provide  and  Keep 
Two  Buckets  for  carrying  -water,  when  any  House  shall  happen  to  be  on  Fire, 
which  Buckets  shall  be  made  of  Wood,  Leather  or  Canvas,  painted  on  the  outside 
and  covered  with  pitch  on  the  inside,  and  shall  hold,  at  least,  two  Gallons  of 
water;  and  the  said  Bucketts  shall  be  marked  with  the  Christian  and  Sirname 
of  the  Housekeeper  to  whose  House  they  belong,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose  than  the  extinguishing  of  fires. 

Ordered,  also 

That  every  House  Keeper  in  the  said  Town,  do  keep  two  Ladders,  the  one 
to  reach  from  the  Ground  to  the  Eaves  of  the  House,  the  other  to  be  properly 
secured  and  fixed  with  Hooks  or  Bolts  on  the  roof  near  the  Chimney. 

And  that  Every  House  Keeper  for  every  neglect  of  having  said  Buckets 
and  Ladders  or  either  of  them  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  Five  shillings:  And  in 
case  any  House  or  the  Chimney  of  any  House,  in  or  upon  which  any  of  the  said 
articles  shall  be  wanting,  shall  happen  to  be  on  fire,  the  occupier  of  said  House 
shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  Forty  shillings. 


And  whereas  the  Streets  in  the  said  Town  of  York  are  frequently  obstructed 
and  made  dangerous  to  passengers,  by  piles  of  wood  and  stones  placed  in  them 
as  well  as  by  pits  dug  in  several  places;  It  is  notified  by  order  of  the  Magistrates 
in  Quarter  Sessions,  assembled;  that  whosoever  shall  leave  any  wood  or  stone 
or  suffer  any  nuisance  to  remain  in  the  said  Streets  opposite  their  respective 
premises  after  the  Twelfth  Day  of  May  next,  will  be  prosecuted,  as  the  Law 
directs. 


That  the  above  orders  or  regulations,  be  inserted  in  the  Upper  Canada 
Gazette  for  three  weeks.

M*".  Samuel  Heron,  Collector  of  the  Assessments  for  the  Year  1797,  appeared 
with  his  Assessment  Roll  and  stated,  that  several  persons,  as  p.  a list  produced 
and  signed  by  him,  had  not  paid  their  Quota  of  Assessment,  for  that  Year. 

Ordered,  that  IVP.  Heron  do  forthwith  call  upon  the  said  persons,  and  urge 
the  payment  of  their  respective  assessment. 

George  Playter,  Collector  for  the  year  1798,  produced  his  Assessment 
Roll,  which  was  ordered  to  be  filed. 

Archibald  Cameron,  Collector  of  the  Assessments,  in  the  Townships  of 
York,  Vaughan,  Markham  & Whitchurch,  and  Town  of  York  for  the  Year  1799, 
appeared,  and  having  produced  his  Assessment  Roll,  it  was  found,  he  had  only 
collected  about  Ten  Pounds.  Ordered  therefore  that  he  complete  his  Collection 
without  delay,  and  that  he  pay  the  whole  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
District,  on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  June  next  ensuing  (i.e.  six  weeks  from 
this  day). 

Richard  Willson  of  the  Etobicoke  was  appointed  to  be  one  of  the  Constables 
for  that  Township,  the  ensuing  year,  in  the  place  of  Thomas  Tivey,  an  Inhabitant 
of  the  Town  of  York.  [Margin]  see  page  3. 

Daniel  Tiers,  appointed  and  sworn  in  as  a Constable  for  the  Town  of  York, 
in  place  and  as  substitute  of  Hugh  M^Phie. 

Samuel  Marther,  appointed  to  be  one  of  the  Constables  for  the  Town  of 
York,  appeared,  and  refused  to  be  sworn  in,  said  he  would  find  a substitute, 
two  days  given  him  to  do  so:  He  added,  that  he  would  never  serve  the  office 
of  Constable. 

Robert  Willson,  nominated  to  be  also  one  of  the  Constables  for  the  Town 
of  York,  allowed  two  days  to  find  a substitute,  or  pay  the  fine,  as  he  declined 
serving. 

M^  Jacob  Herchmer,  who  had  been  chosen  Collector  the  ensuing  year,  for 
the  Town  and  Township  of  York  Scarborough  and  Etobicoke,  having  refused  to 
serve  as  no  notice,  he  said  had  been  sent  to  him. 

Ordered,  that  notice  be  immediately  given  him  of  his  nomination  to  that 
office. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  by  [57c]  directed  to  pay  to  Edward  Hayward, 
Town  Clerk  of  York,  Scarboro  & Etobicoke,  the  Sum  of  Three  pounds,  for  his 
Services,  in  the  Year  1799,  and  other  three  pou[nds]  for  his  Services  in  the 
present  year. 
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Also  ordered,  that  the  Pound  Keepers  do  receive  the  undermentioned  Fees, 
and  no  more,  vizE*

The  Sheriff  returned  the  precept,  with  his  declaration  that  he  could  not 
cause  to  come  as  directed  24  good  and  lawful  men  of  his  District  as  he  was 
restricted  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  from  summoning  persons 
to  serve  on  a Jury  oftener  than  once  within  twelve  months  and  that  most  of 
those  whose  names  appear  in  the  List  of  Jurors,  have  served  as  such  twice  and 
some  of  them  three  times  within  Twelve  Months. 


Robert  Wilson  who  had  been  nominated  at  general  quarter  Sessions  of  the 
Peace  of  April  last  to  be  one  of  the  Constables  for  the  Town  of  York,  having 
refused  to  serve,  he  now  appeared  and  paid  his  fine  of  Two  pounds  into  the 
Hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  District. 

Andrew  Thomson  one  of  the  Town  Wardens  informed  the  Court,  that  a 
woman  of  the  name  of  Page  (sometime  since  a Servant  to  the  late  John  White 
Esq:)  and  her  two  Children,  were  in  great  distress,  and  prayed  relief. 

The  Court  was  of  opinion  that  the  Acts  of  the  Province  did  not  authorize 
them  to  make  use  of  the  public  money,  otherwise  than  as  the  said  Acts  precisely 
allowed,  and  that  the  Case  now  before  them  did  not  appear  to  come  within 
that  Statute. 
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Ordered  that  the  Pound  Keeper  of  the  Town  of  the  Town  of  York  be 
authorisefd]  to  ask  and  receive  the  sum  of  Five  Shillings,  for  each  and  every

Levy  Willard,  sworn,  says  he  had  seen  people  drink  Whisky  at  M**.  Horton’s, 
therefore  supposed  that  he  had  sold  it. 

Joseph  Harrison,  sworn,  says  that  he  once  drank  a Glass  of  whisky  at  John 
Hortons  given  to  him  by  a man  then  there  drinking,  but  he  did  not  see  the  man 
pay  for  it. 

Elias  Burbank  sworn,  says  he  had  drank  [sic]  whisky  at  John  Hortons  with 
one  Van  Volkenburg,  he  did  not  see  him  pay  down  any  money  for  it,  but  desired 
Horton  to  set  it  down  to  his  account. 

Nat.  Jackson  says  it  was  on  the  26^  Day  of  December  last,  that  he  saw 
Mathews  get  the  whisky  from  Horton. 

Daniel  Tiers,  sworn,  says  he  was  present  when  Mathews  got  the  whisky 
from  Horton,  but  did  not  see  him  pay  for  it. 

It  appears  that  John  Horton  had  taken  out  a shop  licence,  but  had  no 
Tavern  Licence. 

John  Horton  is  therefore  convicted  of  having  sold  spirituous  Liquors,  in 
the  Town  of  York  in  this  District,  in  small  quantities  without  being  licenced 
thereto  according  to  Law,  & that  he  pay  his  fine  accordingly.

It  having  been  satisfactorily  made  appear  to  the  Court,  that  Thomas  Ward, 
William  Cooper  William  Bond  and  Robert  Henderson  of  the  Town  of  York, 
had,  at  their  sole  expence  constructed  a Bridge  over  a Causeway  & Ravine  in 
said  Town. 

Ordered,  that  they  [the]  said  Thomas  Ward,  William  Cooper,  William  Bond 
and  Robert  Henderson,  be  exempted  for  the  Current  Year,  from  doing  Statute 
Labour  on  the  public  Highways;  or  Streets  in  the  said  town,  and  from  contributing 
thereto. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  32"^.  Year  of  His  Majestys  Reign, 
entitled  “an  Act  for  the  more  easy  and  speedy  Recovery  of  small  Debts.”

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The  Keeper  of  the  District  Gaol  having  neglected  in  the  last  April  Sessions, 
to  present  his  Accounts;  his  Account  to  the  16  April  last  past,  was  now  laid 
before  the  Court,  who  agreed,  that  the  Sum  of  £35:16:11,  Province  Currency, 
was  due  by  the  District  on  the  said  16  day  of  April,  unto  Hugh  Cameron  the 
Keeper  of  the  Gaol,  being  the  Amount  of  Six  months  Salary,  as  Keeper  of  said 
Gaol  & Keeper  of  the  Bridewell  & for  his  Contingent  Account  to  that  period. 

The  magistrates  in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled  having  represented. that  they 
had  not  received  any  of  the  Acts  of  the  first  Session  of  the  third  Provincial 
Parliament,  and  it  having  been  stated  that  Angus  M^Donell  Esquire,  the 
Representative  for  the  Counties  of  Durham  & Simcoe,  and  the  East  Riding  of 
the  County  of  York  had  received  a Certain  Number  of  the  Copies  of  said  Act 
to  be  by  him  distributed  to  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  others  of  said  Home 
District. 

Ordered  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  do  immediately  write  to  the  said  Angus 
M^^Donell  Esq:  requesting  he  would  be  pleased  to  send  to  the  said  Magistrates, 
the  Copies  of  the  said  Acts;  and  that  the  Messenger  do  wait  for  an  answer. 

A Letter  was  therefore  written  accordingly,  and  the  Messenger  returned 
with  Six  Copies  of  the  aforesaid  Acts  & four  Copies  of  the  Journals,  of  the  said 
first  Session  of  the  3*"^  Prov^:  Parliament,  & the  following  answer  in  writing. 

‘‘Thomas  Ridout  Esq: 

“Clerk  of  the  Peace 

“Sir, 

“As  I conceive  myself  under  the  Controul  of  my  own  direction  only  in  dis- 
tributing such  acts  of  the  Parliament  of  the  Province  as  are  sent  to  me  as  a 
Member  thereof,  I shall  continue  to  make  that  opinion  the  rule  of  my  Conduct, 
until  convinced  of  its  falacy  [sic] 

“I  have  endeavored  to  circulate  the  Acts  and  Journals  as  equally  throughout 
the  District  as  possible,  & have  very  few  copies  left,  these  are  sent  to  you  to  be 
offered  to  the  magistrates  in  their  Individual  Quality  as  Gentlemen.  Three  of 
the  Acts  I have  already  had  the  Honor  of  delivering  to  yourself  some  time  back.

Secretary  to  His  Excellency  the  Lh  Governor,  requesting  he  would  be 
pleased  to  inform  his  Excellency  that  the  Magistrates  of  the  Home  District  had 
not  received  the  Acts  of  the  Session  of  the  3^  Prov^=  Parliament,  and  praying 
that  His  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  take  such  order  therein  as  to  His 
Excellency  might  seem  meet.

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Ordered,  That  the  s^.  Sum  of  Ten  pounds,  be  paid  by  the  District  Treasurer. 

Also  recommended,  that  a further  allowance  of  Eight  Dollars,  be  appropriated 
by  the  District  Treasurer,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  the  said  Mary  Day  to 
the  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  from  [wjhence  she  came. 

Presentment  of  the  Grand  J ury. 

“The  Grand  Jury  present,  to  the  worshipful  The  Justices  in  Sessions 
assembled  that  it  is  proper  to  direct  the  wardens  appointed  for  the  Town  of 
York  to  visit  the  several  Keepers  of  Houses  of  Public  Entertainment  therein 
and  represent  to  them  the  indecency  and  impropriety  of  allowing  people  to  drink 
intoxicating  liquors  and  be  guilty  of  disorderly  behavior  during  the  hours  of 
Divine  Service,  and  generally  on  the  Sabbath  days. 

“The  Grand  Jury  further  present,  that  the  Butchers  of  the  Town  of  York 
should  be  obliged  to  bury  the  Garbage  and  useless  offal  of  their  Slaughtered 
Cattle,  remove  from  the  Town  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  so  that  it  may 
cease  to  be  (what  it  now  is)  a public  nuisance, 

“The  Grand  Jury  further  present,  that  the  Joiners,  Cabinet  Makers  & 
workers  in  wood  by  whose  Trade,  Shavings  are  made,  be  obliged  to  burn  or 
otherwise  destroy  the  same  on  the  Wednesdays  & Saturdays  of  Every  week,  at 
or  about  the  Hour  of  Sunset.

owing  to  their  private  Affairs  could  not  attend  from  home,  upon  Business,  out 
of  the  District  in  which  they  resided. 

Ordered  that  this  statement  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  & given  to  His 
Majestys  Attorney  General. 

The  following  Accounts  of  the  Home  District  from  the  1 April  1802  to 
1 April  1803,  were  severally  presented  and  passed.

APPENDIX 

Parts  of  Statute  38  Geo.  Ill  (A.D.  1798),  Chap.  V,  relating  to  the 
Home  district. 

An  Act  for  the  better  DIVISION  of  this  Province. 

[The  Royal  Assent  to  this  Act  was  promulgated  by  Proclamation, 
bearing  date  January  first,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  eight 
hundred,  and  fortieth  of  His  Majesty’s  Reign.] 

For  the  better  Division  of  this  Province;  Be  it  enacted  by  .the  King’s 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada, 
constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an 
Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  “An  Act  to 
repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  His 
Majesty’s  Reign,  intituled,  “An  Act  for  making  more  effectual  pro- 
vision for  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  North  America, 
and  to  make  further  Provision  for  the  Government  of  the  said 
Province,’’  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  . . . 


XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the 
Townships  of  Aiurray,  Cramahe,  Haldimand,  Hamilton,  Elnwick 
Percy  and  Seymour,  with  the  Peninsula  of  Newcastle,  do  constitute 
and  form  the  County  of  Northumberland. 

XX.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
the  Townships  of  Hope,  Clarke,  and  Darlington,  with  all  the  tract  of 
land  hereafter  to  be  laid  out  into  Townships,  which  lies  to  the  south- 
ward of  the  small  Lakes  above  the  Rice  Lake,  and  the  communicition 
between  them  and  between  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Township  of 
Hope,  and  the  western  boundary  of  the  Township  of  Darlington,  pro- 
duced north  sixteen  degrees  west,  until  they  intersect  either  of  the  said 
Lakes,  or  the  communication  between  them,  shall  constitute  and  form 
the  County  of  Durham. 

XXL  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
the  Townships  of  Whitby,  Pickering,  Scarborough,  York,  including  its 
peninsula,  Etobicoke,  Markham,  Vaughan,  King,  Whitchurch, 
Uxbridge,  Gwillimbury,  and  the  tract  of  land  hereafter  to  be  laid  out 
into  Townships,  lying  between  the  Counties  of  Durham  and  the  Lake 
Simcoe,  do  constitute  and  form  the  East  Riding  of  the  County  of  York. 

XXI I . And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
the  Townships  of  Beverly  and  Flamborough,  the  latter  divided  into 
Flamborough  East  and  West,  so  much  of  the  tract  of  land  upon  the 
Grand  River  in  the  occupation  of  the  Six  Nation  Indians,  as  lies  to  the 
northward  of  Dundas  street,  and  all  the  land  between  the  said  tract  and 
the  East  Riding  of  the  County  of  York,  with  the  reserved  lands  in  the 
rear  of  the  Townships  of  Blenheim  and  Blanford,  do  constitute  and 
form  the  West  R.iding  of  the  County  of  York. 
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XXIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
Matchedash,  Gloucester,  or  Penetangueshine,  together  with  Prince 
William  Henry’s  Island,  and  all  the  land  lying  between  the  Midland 
District  and  a line  produced  due  north  from  a certain  fixed  boundary 
(at  the  distance  of  about  fifty  miles  north-west  from  the  outlet  of 
Burlington  Bay)  till  it  intersects  the  northern  limits  of  the  Province, 
do  constitute  and  form  the  County  of  Simcoe. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
the  Counties  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  York,  and  Simcoe,  do 
constitute  and  form  the  Home  District.
